Thirty-four young people 
and 
adults competed in four classes for

The contest was held 
on 
the 
farm of Earl Jones, two miles west 
of Gideon. Largest number of en­ 
tries was in the adult 
class 
in 
which John Harris, Gideon, won 
first place by picking 100 pounds 
of rotton in two hours. The actual 
poundage picked by Harris was 
108, this amount being reduced to 
100 pounds by dockage in the field 
and on the basis of cleanliness. In 
the adult class for men 20 years 
Arthur Bettuo of Gideon, was sec­ 
ond with 92 pounds and Thomas 
Berry was third with 91 pounds. 
These men received cash prizes of 
$8, $4, and $2 respectively. 
In the boys’ class 16 to 20 years 
first place was won

pounds in two hours. Second place

Washington, October 22.—Good 
news for worried wives and sweet­ 
hearts: Those 100 hostesses who 
are to preside over service clubs 
for the draft-expanded army won’t 
all be spring chickens. 
The War Department, announc­ 
ing qualifications for the hostesses 
today, disclosed that they 
would 
comprise two groups: Senior hos­ 
tesses whose ages may range from 
30 to 50, and junior hostesses who 
may be from 25 to 45 years old. 
Members of both groups must have 
a high school education or its equi­ 
valent. Senior hostesses must have 
at least three years of experience 
as hostesses or in a simliar occupa­ 
tion, and the juniors must have at 
least one year’s such experience. 
The seniors will be paid $2100 a 
year, the junior $1620.

MORE SWING TO ROOSEVELT 


The results contribute s o m e 
striking new inform ation 
as 
to 
American political behavior during 
a presidential campaign: 
1. The overwhelm ing m ajority of 
voters on both sides said they had 
not changed their minds on 
the 
candidates at any time during the 
campaign. N either speeches, events 
abroad, nor the norm al efforts of a 
three-m onth 
presidential 
cam­ 
paign had budged their choice. 
2. On both sides, 
however, 
a 
small but highly im poitant bloc of 
voters said they had changed their 
minds. 
These are the voters, by- 
and-large, who will

THEIR REASONS

Why has a 
somewhat sm aller bloc of voters 
decided to switch from the Presi­ 
dent to the G. O. P. candidate? 
“What was the main reason you 
changed your m ind?” the institute 
asked such voters.

He pu b­ 
lishes the laws passed by the G en­ 
eral Assembly, and the jou rnals of 
the Hou se and Senate, the Official 
M anu al or “Blu e Book ” and other 
official pu blications. He is a m em ­ 
ber of the State Board of Edu ca­ 
tion, the State Board of Vocational 
Edu cation, the 
State 
Board 
of 
t Equ alization, the Perm anent S e a t1 
of Government, and is chairm an of 
the state printing commission. He 
is in charge of all state elections. 
It is his constitu tional du ty to call 
to order the Hou se of R epresenta­ 
tives at the opening of regu lar ses­ 
sions. 
All of these 
prescribed 
du ties 
have been perform ed by 
Dwight 
H. Brown in an accu rate and eco­ 
nomical m anner, and the 
w atch­ 
word of his staff is, promptness, 
cou rtesy and accu racy. Du ring his 
i adm inistration all divisions of his 
large and im portant state office 
have operated smoothly and satis­ 
factorily. The taxpayers whom he 
has served so faithfu lly have bene- 
fitted thereby, in a su bstantial cash 
saving, and in elim ination of avoid­ 
able delays. 
Dwight H. Brown has tu rned 
back into the treasu ry of the state 
from his 19 33-34 appropriation the 
su m of $136,062, and two 
years 
later he tu rned back the u nexpend­ 
ed 
appropriation 
amou nting 
to 
$115,9 60. In the two years ending 
with the close of 19 38 he tu rned 
back $186,368 u nexpended approp- 
^ rintion, thu s mak ing a total retu rn­ 
ed to the treasu ry of $438,39 0 d u r­ 
ing these six years. 
In contrast with the above rec­ 
ord of economy is the record of the 
preceding adm inistration 
u nder 
Repu blican control. 
An au dit of 
vou chers in the office of the State 
Au ditor reveals that the motor ve­ 
hicle departm ent payroll du ring 
the last two years of Repu blican 
ru le was $106,315.9 2 in excess of 
the am ou nt appropriated for that 
pu rpose. 
The following figu res, covering 
eight years ending with the close 
of 19 40, convey a world of m ean­ 
ing. 
The last five m onths of 19 40 
have necessarily been estim ated: 
Licenses and fees collected 
for 
the state treasu ry by Dwight H. 
Brown, for the eight years ending 
with the close of 19 40, aggregate 
$75,777,569 . 
Du ring this 
period 
the expenditu res for 
the 
entire 
state departm ent amou nts to $6,- 
253,833. 
This means that Dwight Brown 
has tu rned into the state treasu ry 
$69 ,523,736 more 
than 
he 
has 
spent—nearly seventy million of 
dollars. Yet even these figu res do 
not tell the complete story, becau se 
a su bstancial portion of the $6,253- 
833 expenses du ring the eight years , 
were not for the oneration or bene­ 


fit of the state departm ent at all.

$46,000 for office su pplies for 
all 
departm ents; $422,000 for printing 
and distribu ting

ing the state constitu tion, the of­ 
ficial m anu al, the road and election 
laws, and other reports and docu ­ 
m ents; $629 ,210 was 
spent 
for 
license plates alone, 
du ring 
the 
eight-year period. 
Au tomobile owners of Missou ri 
have been saved at least a 
m il­ 
lion dollars annu ally as a resu lt of 
a drastic redu ction in license fees 
du ring the second year 
of 
the 
Dwight H. Brown administration. 
Those who form erly paid $16.50 
per year for license plates du ring 
Repu blican control now pay only 
$11. This was a heavy cu t in rev­ 
enu es, bu t active, cou rteou s insist­ 
ence u pon compliance with the law 
has overcome the deficiency. 
The saving to citizens in license 
fees was offset by intensive cam­ 
paigns waged by Dwight H. Brown 
and his staff, bringing in fees for 
titles issu ed and transferred, 
in­ 
creases in nu m ber of vehicles reg­ 
istered, in chau ffeu r badges issu ed, 
and in transfer fees 
for 
license 
plates transferred from one 
ve­ 
hicle to another. 
Closer coopera­ 
tion with au tomobile dealers 
and 
increased popu lation with resu lt­ 
ing increase in nu m ber of motor 
vehicles, has resu lted in revenu es 
from motor vehicle licenses 
and 
fees for year 19 39 exceeding ten 
million dollars. 
The year 19 40 is 
expected to aggregate $10,114,350 
from motor vehicle licenses and 
fees plu s $83,275 
from 
drivers’ 
licenses. 
This may be compared 
with $9 ,743,380.76 tak en in du ring 
the last year of Repu blican 
ad­ 
m inistration (19 32) at which time 
the $16.50 high scale of license fees 
was in effect. 
In other 
words, 
Brown has collected more money, 
w ith a sm aller scale of license fees. 
The money is u sed by the State 
Highway Commission for the bene­ 
fit of better roads and highways. 
The licensing of drivers is 
an 
im portant part of traffic adm in­ 
istration. 
Since the law became 
effective, on Septem ber 7, 
19 37, 
licenses issu ed and renewed ag­ 
gregate 2,322,000. 
The fee is only 
twenty-five cents for a period of 
two years from date of issu ance. 
This departm ent a l s o handles 
chau ffeu rs and operators, and mu st 
k eep accu rate record of orders of 
cou rts revok ing drivers’ licenses. 
Qu ick er service and better rec­ 
ords in Brown’s departm ent have 
been appreciated by the 
pu blic. 
Du ring his term of office, many ef­ 
ficiencies have been adopted 
re­ 
su lting in lasting and perm anent 
im provem ent in service 
to 
the 
pu blic. 
He bou ght and installed 
the first photostat equ ipm ent 
in 
the state capitol, and paid for it 
withou t requ esting a special 
ap­ 
propriation for the pu rpose. 
As a 
m easu re of qu ick er and more ac­ 
cu rate service to the citizens, the 
photostat has brou ght 
in 
many 
complimentary letters of apprecia­ 
tion. 
In the land office, instead of 
a tracing on tissu e, the farm er may 
now have an actu al photograph of 
the original governm ent 
su rvey 
and map of his property bearing 
the signatu res of the then su rveyor 
general of the United States. 
In 
the motor vehicle departm ent, ac­ 


tu al photographs of dispu ted motor 
vehicle transfers may be had, for 
u se in cou rt actions. 
In the cor­ 
poration and secu rities divisions, 
photographs of articles of associa­ 
tion and reports may be had, in­ 
terlineations, signatu res and 
all. 
Du ring the fou r years the photo- 
j stat has been in operation, the only 
i criticism has been, “Why was it 
not adopted many years ago?”

Fish, like animals need both 
food and cover. The chart above shows the food “chain” or cycle, which 
maintains nature’s balance and provides for the survival of all species of 
water life. The start of the food chain is dissolved salts washed down f r o m 
the hillsides along streams and lakes ( A l ) . These dissolved salts (A2 ) in 
the presence of sunshine are used by microscopic plants (1), and l a r g e r 
vegetation (3) for growth. Microscopic animals (i.e. the cyclops in f'r,

1) which devour the plankton plants are in turn eaten by minnows (2 ).' A 
bluegill (4) is shown cleaning insects and other animals from a submerged 
water plant. A bass (5 ) in turn feeds upon the bluegill, or or\.the minnow 
or on the young catfish (7 ).

INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTERS 


" A vote for names of candidates for president and vice-president is a vote 
for the electors of that party, the names of whom are on file with the secretary 
of state." 


On receipt of his ballot the voter shall forthwith, and without leaving the 
enclosed space, retire alone to one of the voting booths so provided, and shall 
prepare his ballot for voting in the following manner: Should the voter desire 
to vote a "straight" party ticket he shall place a cross (X ) mark in the circle 
immediately below the party name. If the voter desires to vote for one or more 
candidates on more than one party ticket, by voting what is commonly called a 
"split ticket," he may place a cross (X ) mark in the circle immediately below 
one party name and mark cross (X ) marks in the squares at the left of the 
name of candidates on other tickets for whom he wishes to vote. If the voter 
desires to vote for one or more candidates whose name or names do not appear 
on the printed ballot he may do so by drawing a line through the printed 
name of candidate for such office, and writing below such cancelled name the 
name of the person for whom he desires to vote, and placing a cross mark in 
the square at the left of such name. The squares so marked shall take preced­ 


ence over the cross marked in the circle. 
Where there are two or more candi­ 
dates for like office in a group a cross (X ) mark in the square to the left of a 
candidate's name, automatically votes against the candidate whose name ap­ 
pears within the same horizontal lines in the column under the circle in which 
appears the cross (X ) mark unless the voter indicates another candidate, to be 
voted against by drawing a line through such candidate's name. All candidates 
of the party whose circle is marked shall be counted as voted for excepting 
where squares are crossed preceding the names of the candidates in other col­ 
umns if two or more candidates for the same office are thus designed, neither 
shall be counted. If the cross (X ) is not placed in the circle immediately below 
the party name at the head of the column, but does appear in the squares op­ 
posite the various candidates' names, then only these names shall be counted 
for, and none other. A cross (X ) mark is any line crossing any other line at 
any angle within the voting space, and no ballot shall be declared void because 
a cross (X ) mark therein is irregular in form. It shall not be lawful to deface 
or tear a ballot in any manner nor to erase any printed name "except as pro­ 
vided above in this section," figure, word or letter therefrom, nor to erase ony 
mark made thereon by such voter, nor inclose in the folded ballot any other

MORE SWING TO ROOSEVELT 


The results contribute s o m e 
striking new inform ation 
as 
to 
American political behavior during 
a presidential campaign: 
1. The overwhelm ing m ajority of 
voters on both sides said they had 
not changed their minds on 
the 
candidates at any time during the 
campaign. N either speeches, events 
abroad, nor the norm al efforts of a 
three-m onth 
presidential

THEIR REASONS

To political observers, of course,

Why has a 
somewhat smaller bloc of voters 
decided to switch from the Presi­ 
dent to th e G. O. P. candidate?

Dwight H . Brown, Active and 


Economical State Oflicial 


Many and varied are the duties 
of the Secretary of State. 
In his 
custody are the ofTical acts of the 
Governor, the official 
rolls 
and 
laws of the General Assembly, the 
registration papers and documents 
of 
corporations, 
motor 
vehicle 
owners, operators and drivers, se­ 
curities dealers and salesmen, par­ 
dons, paroles, requisitions and ex­ 
traditions; trade mark and trade 
name registrations, credit unions,1 
commisisons of officers and not­ 
aries, 
election 
returns, 
surety 
bonds, and the ancient land rec­ 
ords and surveys dating back to 
the Spanish regime in which is 
now the State of Missouri. He has 
custody and control of the state’s 
paper stock warehouse . He pub­ 
lishes the laws passed by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, and the journals of 
the House and Senate, the Official 
Manual or “ Blue Book” and other 
official publications. He is a mem­ 
ber of the State Board of Educa­ 
tion. the State Board of Vocational 
Education, the 
State 
Board 
of 
i Equalization, the Permanent Seat 
of Government, and is chairman of 
the state printing commission. He 
is in charge of all state elections. 
It is his constitutional duty to call 
to order the House of Representa­ 
tives at the opening of regular ses­ 
sions. 
All of these 
prescribed 
duties 
have been performed by 
Dwight 
H. Brown in an accurate and eco­ 
nomical manner, and the 
watch­ 
word of his staff is, promptness, 
courtesy and accuracy. During his 
administration all divisions of his 
large and important state office 
have operated smoothly and satis­ 
factorily. The taxpayers whom he 
has served so faithfully have bene­ 
fited thereby, in a substantial cash 
saving, and in elimination of avoid­ 
able delays. 
Dwight H. Brown has turned 
back into the treasury of the state 
from his 1933-34 appropriation the 
sum of $136,062, and two 
years 
later he turned back the unexpend­ 
ed 
appropriation 
amounting 
to 
$115,960. 
In the two years ending 
with the close of 1938 he turned 
back $186,368 unexpended approp­ 
riation, thus making a total return­ 
ed to the treasury of $438,390 dur­ 
ing these six years. 
In contrast with the above rec­ 
ord of economy is the record of the 
preceding administration 
under 
Republican control. 
An audit of 
vouchers in the office of the State 
Auditor reveals that the motor ve­ 
hicle department payroll during 
the last two years of Republican 
rule was $106,315.92 in excess of 
the amount appropriated for that 
purpose. 
The following figures, 
covering 
eight years ending with the close 
of 1940, convey a world of mean­ 
ing. 
The last five mhnths of 1940 
have necessarily been estimated: 
Licenses and fees collected 
for 
the state treasury by Dwight H. 
Brown, for the eight years ending 
with the close of 1940, aggregate 
$75,777,569. 
During this 
period 
the expenditures for 
the 
entire 
state department amounts to $6,- 
253,833. 
This means that Dwight Brown 
has turned into the state treasury 
$69,523,736 more 
than 
he 
has 
spent—nearly seventy million of 
dollars. Yet even these figures do 
not tell the complete story, because 
a substancial portion of the $6,253- 
833 expenses during the eight years 
were not for the operation or bene-

$46,000 for office supplies for

ficial manual, the road and election 
laws, and other reports and docu­ 
ments; $629,210 was 
spent 
for 
license plates alone, 
during 
the 
eight-year period. 
Automobile owners of Missouri 
have been saved at least a 
mil­ 
lion dollars annually as a result of 
a drastic reduction in license fees 
during the second year 
of 
the 
Dwight H. Brown administration. 
Those who formerly paid $16.50 
per year for license plates during 
Republican control now pay only 
$11. This was a heavy cut in rev­ 
enues, but active, courteous insist­ 
ence upon compliance with the law 
has overcome the deficiency. 
The saving to citizens in license 
fees was offset by intensive cam­ 
paigns waged by Dwight H. Brown 
and his staff, bringing in fees for 
titles issued and transferred, 
in­ 
creases in number of vehicles reg­ 
istered, in chauffeur badges issued, 
and in transfer fees 
for 
license 
plates transferred from one 
ve­ 
hicle to another. 
Closer coopera­ 
tion with automobile dealers 
and

The year 1940 is 
expected to aggregate $10,114.350 
from motor vehicle licenses and 
fees plus $83,275 
from 
drivers’ 
licenses. 
This may be compared 
with $9,743,380.76 taken in during 
the last year of Republican

the $16.50 high scale of license fees 
was in effect. 
In other 
words, 
Brown has collected more money, 
with a smaller scale of license fees. 
The money is used by the 
State 
Ilighw'ny Commission for the bene­ 
fit of better roads and highways. 
The licensing of drivers is 
an 
important part of traffic admin­ 
istration. 
Since the law became 
effective, on September 7, 
1937, 
licenses issued and renewed ag­ 
gregate 2,322,000. The fee is only 
twenty-five cents for a period of 
two years from date of issuance. 
This department a l s o handles 
chauffeurs and operators, and must 
keep accurate record of orders of 
courts revoking drivers’ licenses. 
Quicker service and better rec­ 
ords in Brown’s department have 
been appreciated by the 
public. 
During his term of office, many ef­ 
ficiencies have been adopted 
re­ 
sulting in lasting and permanent 
improvement in service 
to 
the 
public. 
He bought and installed 
the first photostat equipment 
in 
the state capitol, and paid for it 
¡without requesting a special 
ap­ 
propriation for the purpose. 
As a 
measure of quicker and more ac­ 
curate service to the citizens, the 
photostat has brought 
in 
many 
complimentary letters of apprecia­ 
tion. 
In the land office, instead of 
a tracing on tissue, the farmer may 
now have an actual photograph of 
the original government 
survey 
and map of his property bearing 
the signatures of the then surveyor 
, general of the United States. 
In 
the motor vehicle department, ac­ 


tual photographs of disputed motor 
vehicle transfers may be had, for 
use in court actions. 
In the cor­ 
poration and securities divisions, 
photographs of articles of associa­ 
tion and reports may be had, in­ 
terlineations, signatures and 
all. 
During the four years the photo­ 
stat has been in operation, the only 
criticism has been, “ W hy was it 
not adopted many years ago?’’ 
Dwight H. 
Brown 
discovered, 
upon assuming office, that the an­ 
cient records and archives of the 
state had been neglected by many 
preceding 
administrations. 
The 
original land 
records, 
including 
Spanish land grants more than 150 
years back, were in such 
condi­ 
tions that they would soon be ruin­ 
ed. Brown sponsored a W P A pro­ 
ject, after being duly authorized 
by joint resolution of the general 
assembly, and a large staff has 
been rehabilitating these invalu­ 
able original 
records, 
indexing, 
classifying and binding them. Field 
notes of original land surveys have 
been transcribed, 
penal 
records 
have been cataloged, brittle, fading 
documents have been reinforced 
with tisue, a master index of all 
notaries has been prepared, and 
for the first time in history, order 
is being established in the archives 
of Missouri. 
Brown has cooperat­ 
ed with Federal and State experts 
in this work, and has retained a 
native Missourian who is a mem­ 
ber of the Society of 
American 
Archivists to direct the program 
of rehabilitation in behalf of the 
State of Missouri.

INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTERS 


"A vote for names of candidates for president and vice-president is a vote 
for the electors of that party, the names of whom are on file with the secretary 
of state." 


On receipt of his ballot the voter shall forthwith, and without leaving the 
enclosed space, retire alone to one of the voting booths so provided, and shall 
prepare his ballot for voting in the following manner: Should the voter desire 
to vote a "straight" party ticket he shall place a cross (X) mark in the circle 
immediately below the party name. If the voter desires to vote for one or more 
candidates on more than one party ticket, by voting what is commonly called a 
"split ticket," he may place a cross (X) mark in the circle immediately below 
one party name and mark cross (X) marks in the squares at the left of the 
name of candidates on other tickets for whom he wishes to vote. If the voter 
desires to vote for one or more candidates whose name or names do not appear 
on the printed ballot he may do so by drawing a line through the printed 
name of candidate for such office, and writing below such cancelled name the 
name of the person for whom he desires to vote, and placing a cross mark in 
the square at the left of such name. The squares so marked shall take preced­ 


ence over the cross marked in the circle. 
Where there are two or more candi­ 
dates for like office in a group a cross (X) mark in the square to the left of a 
candidate's name, automatically votes against the candidate whose name ap­ 
pears within the same horizontal lines in the column under the circle in which 
appears the cross (X) mark unless the voter indicates another candidate, to be 
voted against by drawing a line through such candidate's name. All candidates 
of the party whose circle is marked shall be counted as voted for excepting 
where squares are crossed preceding the names of the candidates in other col­ 
umns if two or more candidates for the same office ore thus designed, neither 
shall be counted. If the cross (X) is not placed in the circle immediately below 
the party name at the head of the column, but docs appear in the squares op­ 
posite the various candidates' nomes, then only these names shall be counted 
for, and none other. A cross (X) mark is any line crossing any other line at 
any angle within the voting space, and no ballot shall be declared void because 
a cross (X) mark therein is irregular in form. It shall not be lawful to deface 
or tear o ballot in any manner nor to erase any printed name "except as pro­ 
vided above in this section," figure, word or letter therefrom, nor to erase any 
mark made thereon by such voter, nor inclose in the folded ballot any other

Cuzco 
featured 
in 
fortnightly 
cruistours to the Land of the Incas 
was the capital of the fabulously 
wealthy 
Indian 
Empire 
which 
flourished for four centuries after 
its founding in 1100 A. D. in the 
highlands of South America. 
In 
those days, gold, copper and silver 
were the 
most 
commonly 
used 
metals—with gold taking the lead 
because it was so easy to W’ork and 
so beautiful to look at, and so ap­ 
propriate for honoring the 
Suit, 
whom the Indians worshipped. 
From solid gold w'ere fashioned 
the dishes and bric-a-brac for the 
Inca palaces, the sacred vessels for 
the Temple, and the thrones of the 
Inca and his coya, or queen. Gold 
was lavishly 
employed 
in 
the 
adornment of 
buildings. 
Around 


the Temple was a cornice of pure 
gold three feet 
high.
